Long hiring 
evaluation 
required for 
Y professors

More than 90 new professors are 


hired at BYU each year and all 
must undergo a long evaluation 
process, said Betty Aleman, secre- 
tary to Clayne Pope, associate aca- 
demic vice president. 

Debbie Peterson, secretary to 
dean of humanities, said the hiring 
process is a standardized procedure 
used throughout the university. 

Pope said the main areas of inter- 
est when reviewing an applicant 
are teaching ability, research, cre- 
ative work, and service to commu- 
nity and church. 

Clayton Huber, dean of the 
College of Biology and Agriculture, 
said a department search commit- 
tee is organized when a teaching 
position becomes available in a 
particular college. 

“The search committee advertises 
in national journals to solicit appli- 
cants,” Huber said. Advertisements 
are also placed in BYU Today. 

Cecil Clark, professor of educa- 
tion, said the department search 
committee presents the most quali- 
fied applicants to the, department. 
These applicants are voted on and 
ranked by the department, Clark 
said. 

Peterson said the university then 
pays for the top two applicants to 
visit BYU. 

A. Keith Lawrence, professor of 
English, said he gave presentations 
to the English Department staff 
and to graduate students during 
the hiring process. 

Christopher Lund, a new 
Portuguese professor, said he 
taught some classes while faculty 
observed when he visited. 

“I liked the caliber of the students 
and their inquisitiveness during 
the class,” he said. 

Clark said after applicants are 
interviewed by department person- 
nel, a recommendation is given to 
the university. 

Peterson said the applicant is 
then interviewed by administration 
officials. 

Clark said the university commit- 
tee makes the ultimate decision. 

Aleman said applicants must pre- 
sent three reference letters and an 
ecclesiastical reference. 

Clark said the last step in the 
applicant’s evaluation is an inter- 
view by a general authority. 

Lund said, “ I heard the interview 
would be a real rake over the coals, 
but it wasn’t for me.” 

Dr. JoAnn Valenti, professor of 
communications, said she enjoyed 
her interview with Elder Adney Y.

Andrus slams Bush’s record,

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Nu Skin ‘restructures’ upper division 


Provo-based Nu Skin International laid off about 5 percent of its corpo- 
rate-headquarters work force while promoting four other executives to 
vice president positions in a company restructuring move announced 
Thursday. 

About 45 positions were eliminated from an estimated 900 employees 
housed in the Nu Skin tower, said Jan Hemming, manager of media 
relations for the company. Nu Skin employs about 2,400 people world- 
wide, not including its network of distributors. 

Steve Lund, executive vice president, said, “We feel that this restruc- 
turing will have a positive effect on our abilities to meet competition in 
our world-wide markets.” 

Hemming said most of the layoffs involved middle managers and staff 
positions. “Those positions would tend not to be BYU students,” she 
added. 

The cuts involved multiple areas of the company. “They’re across the 
board,” Hemming said. “They affected every department.” 

Nu Skin has also centralized its distribution facilities over the past 
year and a half, reducing the number of buildings owned from 15 to 
three. 


Unemployment up for 5th straight week 


WASHINGTON — A widely watched barometer of American industry 
dipped back into recession territory in September while the number of 
Americans filing first-time claims for unemployment benefits rose for a 
fifth straight week and commercial construction activity plunged to the 
lowest level in eight years. 

Analysts said the batch of dismal business statistics Thursday showed 
that the already weak.economy stumbled further at the end of summer. 

The bond market rallied on all the bad news, believing that the Federal 
Reserve will be forced to cut interest rates for the 25th time since 1989. 
Many expected the Fed’s next rate cuts could come as soon as Friday fol- 
lowing release of an unemployment report that is expected to show the 
jobless rate jumped last month, perhaps back up to an eight-year-high of 
7.8 percent. ; 


Arms treaty to shut Cold War door 


WASHINGTON — The Senate on Thursday slammed the door on the 
Cold War by easily approving the most complex nuclear arms treaty ever 
written, then voting for millions in aid to promote democracy in Russia. 

As Congress rushed to complete its work before abandoning 
Washington for the campaign trail, lawmakers also played,out veto 
fights with President Bush on abortion and arrived at a compromise on 
defense spending. 

Approval of the Strategic Nuclear Arms Reduction Treaty came on a 
vote of 93 to 6, belying the decade of distrust and struggle that dominat- 
ed its negotiation. In some ways, the treaty is an anachronism. The 
country it was negotiated with — the Soviet Union — no longer exists, 
but four independent republics, Russia, Ukraine, Belarus and 
Kazakhstan, have assumed the treaty responsibilities. 

And while the document calls for the two sides to cut their nuclear 
arsenals by about one-third, work is already progressing on deeper cuts, 
made possible by the evaporation of superpower tensions. 


Fuel program to lower air pollution 


PROVO — An oxygenated fuel program that begins Nov. 1 should 
make a sizeable dent in the amount of carbon monoxide emitted into 
Utah County’s air, officials say. 

Gasoline stations throughout the county will dispense oxygenated fuel 
— gasoline blended with either ethanol or methyl tertiary butyl ether — 
from Nov..1 to Feb. 29. 

The compounds increase the oxygen content of fuel, causing it to burn 
more completely and thus reducing carbon monoxide emissions. 

The Division of Air Quality estimates the program will reduce carbon 
monoxide emissions from vehicles in Utah County by 15 percent to 20 
percent. 

Utah County is one of 39 areas in the United States required by the 
Clean Air Act amendments of 1990 to start oxygenated fuel programs 
this winter. Next winter, Salt Lake, Davis and Weber counties are to 
begin oxygenated fuel programs. 

The federal health standard for carbon monoxide is 9 parts per million. 
The Environmental Protection Agency lists the Provo-Orem area’s car- 
bon monoxide-value at-15.8 parts-per-million, in the moderately severe 
category.

Conflict emerges 
between officers 
of SAC, BYUSA

The President’s council, including 
the Student Advisory Council rep- 
resentatives and other officers, met 
Tuesday for their first monthly 
meeting to assess their goals, voice 
their problems and concerns as 
well as identify ways to integrate 
volunteers into the organization. 

Scott Tiffany, spokesman for 
BYUSA, said the meetings should 
prove to be very helpful. “In the 
past, officers have felt like there 
wasn’t much contact with the presi- 
dency — and there really wasn’t. 
By having a meeting where every- 
one is invited to speak their mind, 
we hope to change that,” Tiffany 
said. 

Some of the problems addressed 
were how to improve orientation 
and training of BYUSA officers, 
how to make SAC a stronger divi- 
sion of BYUSA and the use of uni- 
versity bulletin boards for enhanc- 
ing campus programs. 

As it is, SAC members feel there 
is a lack of support from the main 
office of BYUSA. They feel it is due 
to the separation of power between 
the officers of SAC and BYUSA. 
SAC discussed ways in which they 
could become a more obvious part 
of BYUSA. 

Tammie Quick, Associate Dean of 
Student Life, defined the problem 
as a lack of communication 
between the two groups. 

The problem could also be found 
in defining the objectives of both 
groups as being one and the same. 
They have found that students 
regard the two organizations sepa- 
rately, yet the intentions of both 
groups should be unified in the 
eyes of the students. 

As a branch of BYUSA, SAC 
members feel they should have 
equal rights and opportunities. As 
the situation stands, not only are 
they unsure of their privileges as a 
branch, but some say they feel 
unwelcome and ill at ease on 
BYUSA’s main floor; so much, in 
fact, that it was suggested BYUSA 
officers call SAC officers to specifi- 
cally invite them to meetings and 
activities sponsored by BYUSA. 

SAC members feel computers, 
phones, office space and other 
resources that are available to 
BYUSA officers are not readily 
available to them. 


BYUSA members said SAC mem- 
bers are not required to spend as 
much time on the floor, so they 
don’t have as great of a need for 
these materials. 

BYUSA has first priority for 19 
campus bulletin boards for adver- 
tising and enhancing campus activ- 
ities, socials and meetings directly 
associated with student life at 
BYU. 

Yet BYUSA’s efforts tend to be 
hidden by all the clutter that is 
found on the boards. Quick encour- 
aged BYUSA to tear down any off- 
campus, non-approved advertising 
to make room for BYUSA-spon- 
sored events.

Students looking for a physical 
fitness checkup and a structured 
exercise program are missing out 
on one right in their-own backyard. 
BYU sponsors a wellness program 
for staff, faculty and students 
called Y-Be-Fit. 

Dean Spradley, a student intern, 
said “Although the program focuses 
on getting the faculty involved, 
that doesn’t mean we don’t encour- 
age the students to participate.” 

Brian Hunt, graduate student 
director, estimates that only about 
20 percent of their clients are stu- 
dents. 

The program starts with a com- 
plete lifestyle assessment, includ- 
ing a blood pressure reading, a 
blood sample and a resting heart 
rate of each client. 

The client’s body fat percentage is 
figured by hydrostatic weighing in 
a pool to get a more accurate read- 
ing. 

Clients are given a nutritional 
analysis questionnaire to fill out 
about what foods they have eaten 
in the past week. Clients are given 
suggestions to shop, cook and eat 
more nutritional meals. 

A psychological analysis is per- 
formed to make the client aware of 
any emotional or psychological 
problems. 

Y-Be-Fit then provides a printout 
with individual statistics for the 
client’s information. 

Student interns then show clients 
how to exercise and cook nutrition- 
al meals to take weight off and 
maintain a lower weight. Clients 
can then come in once a week to 
check their progress as part of the 
follow-up program. 

Computer science professor 
Gordon Stokes has been working 
out with Y-Be-Fit for almost a year.

Traveling to France is just part of 
BYU International Cinema 
Director Don Marshall’s job.

BYU will try to stop a three-game 
skid tonight against in-state rival 
Utah State in Cougar Stadium. 

Kickoff is scheduled for 7:05 p.m. 

The Cougars (1-3) are looking for 
their first lead in a series that 
began in 1922 and is now tied 32- 
32-3. BYU will also attempt to 
extend their win streak against the 
Aggies (1-3) to 10 games. 

In last year’s game, also at 
Cougar Stadium, the Cougars 
exploded for 38 points before Utah 
State got on the board.

Junior Anthony Calvillo, who 
threw for 207 yards and two touch- 
downs last week in his first start, 
will guide the Aggies again Friday. 

Another key for the Cougars this 
week will be getting on the score- 
board early. BYU has failed to 
score in the first half of their last 


two games and have played catch- 
up during much of the last three. 

For the third time in three games, 
BYU will start a new quarterback.

London columnist Bryan 
Appleyard, after Princess Diana 
recently decided to swap her 
Mercedes-Benz for a British car. 

The German ambassador, Baron 
Hermann von Richthoven, was 
summoned Thursday for a 25- 
minute meeting at the Foreign 
Office over a Bundesbank state- 
ment that denied any role in the 
slide of the British pound. 

The statement, published in the 
Financial Times newspaper, 
included a strong rejection of 
British complaints that the 
German central bank had encour- 
aged a Sept. 16 run on the pound 
by hinting the currency was over- 
valued. 

The government-run Bank of 
England claims the leak of the 
Bundesbank document was a 
breach of protocol. Von Richthoven 
made no comment as he left the 
Foreign Office. 

The first sign of trouble was at a 


Sept. 5 meeting of EC finance offi- 
cials. 

The Bundesbank president, 
Helmut Schlesinger, was reported- 
ly upset by Britain’s pressure to 
lower German interest rates. The 
pound and other EC currencies 
have suffered because the high 
rates make the mark more attrac- 
tive. 

Germany was further irked by 
Major’s statement that he would 
remove parliamentary considera- 
tion of EC union plans if a Sept. 20 
referendum failed in France. 
French voters narrowly supported 
the treaty. 

Britain was upset that the 
Bundesbank failed to help prop up 
the pound. London’s complaints 
grew after Germany stepped in late 
last month to buy up French francs 
to keep that currency from falling. 

The latest Bundesbank state- 
ments have brought British-

Efforts open center 
for children’s justice

More than one year of political 
efforts, donations and love culmi- 
mated in the opening of Utah 
County’s Children’s Justice Center 
Wednesday, with a ribbon symboli- 
cally cut by a group of community 
‘children. 

Contributions of time, materials 
and money paid for the new home 
and were used to renovate the resi- 
dential house into an office for the 
center. 

“Every single bit of this home is 
privately donated by individuals, 
organizations and corporations,” 
said Laura Blanchard, director of 
the Children’s Justice Center. 

In October 1991 a bill was passed 
in the Utah Legislature allowing 
the organization of three justice 
centers for children. 

Weber County and Salt Lake 
County were included in the origi- 
nal pilot program, with Utah 
County being added only after the 
efforts of Senator Craig Peterson’s 
interim judiciary committee. 

“We recognized an idea whose 
time was right — an idea which 
had to happen,” Sen. Peterson 
said. 

Michelle Peterson, Office 
Manager at the center, said that 
the purpose of the center is to orga- 
nize child abuse agencies and to 
make sure no cases get left behind 
or dxopped. 35 , 

The center déais' with’ severely 
physically or sexually abused chil- 
dren, Peterson said. Access to local 


funds, therapy and treatment for 
child abuse victims are handled at 
the center, she said. 

Interviews by lawyers, police offi- 
cers and therapists are all conduct- 
ed at the center.

Provo’s alternative high school | 
1st in nation to get new building

Provo’s Independence High 
School is the first alternative high 
school in America to build new 
facilities. 

The new building for Indepen- 
dence High will be located at 700 
N. 1700 West. The scheduled com- 
pletion is Dec. 18 and classes will 
begin at the new location after 
Christmas vacation, said Phil Lott, 
a business administrator for the 
Provo City School District. 

The new school will include a 
gymnasium, cafeteria and chem- 
istry room as well as most of the 
same facilities as a regular high 
school, Lott said. 

The alternative school program 
began in 1979 in Provo High 
School, then moved to the old 
Thorne Construction Company 
building, and is now at the old

Community Press building, Lott 
said. 

The program is designed for stu- 
dents who have problems in regu- 
lar schools or just get lost among 
2,000 students of a regular high 
school, Lott said. The same 
requirements for graduation apply 
as a regular high school, but 
one activities are limit- 
ed. 

About 400 students attend 
Independence High School in day 
classes, night classes or through 
the correspondence program. The 
new building will allow for an aver- 


age classroom size of 20 students. 

“In the past, alternative high 
schools have always occupied old 
buildings that are no longer in use, 
but this is the first alternative 
school in America to build a brand- 
new building,” Lott said. 

Lynn Smith, business administra- 
tor for the Provo City School 
District, said the construction fund 
for the building and facilities is $3 
million. The project is being 
financed by borrowing through 
lease revenue bonds that will be 
repaid over a period of four years 
from property taxes.
